State grant would help Mt, Abram 
install $400,000 snowmaking system 


Mt, Abram is pushing ahead with 
plans to instali $400,000 worth 
of snowmaking capabilities at the 
popular area ski slope, with the 
aid of federal money channeled 
through the state and the Town of 
Greenwood. 

State officials will visit Mt, Ab- 
ram today (Thursday) for a dirst- 
hand look at the Locke Mills ski 
area’s facilities and plans for the

Mt. Abram, with the backing of 
the Town of Greenwood, has ap- 
plied: for a $100,000 grant from the 
State Planning Office, which would 
be coupled with $300,000 in out- 
side financing to pay for the snow- 
making system. 

Alain Ouelette, coordinator of the 
State Planning Office and one 
of the two officials expected at 
the mountain today, told The Citi- 
zen. he and other officials had givy- 
en a preliminary review to the 
proposal last week and liked what 
they found.

As you have seen in the photo 
in this week's Citizeu, our new 
typesetting equipment has arriv- 
ed, and we have been busy this 
past week clearing out one of 
the rooms, haying John Greenleaf 
run in a new electrical circuit, lay- 
ing static-free carpeting, and in 
general trying to create a proper 
environment for our new high-tech 
machinery. 

The $17,000-worth of equipment 
was purchased with a loan from 
The Bethel Savings Bank and is 
our first commitment to modernize 
our plant and prepare it for an- 
other 90 years of putting out a pa- 
per that can keep pace with a 
progressive community, 

The equipment we are installing 
will permit us to set type and de- 
sign ads more quickly and with 
greater variety and aesthetic ap- 
peal. It will allow similar flexibil- 
ity with printing jobs on our job 
presses. 

As for our big press that prints 
the paper, we think it will be ac- 
cepted as a donation by a museum 
in Vermont. In place of our old 
press, which dates from the turn 
of the century, we will be hiring 
the press crew at the Lewiston 
Sun-Journal to print our paper. 
They will do it faster than we 
can do it on our press, and. the 
final product should be easier on 
the eyes. 

Also, a modern press will allow 
us the flexibility to add more 
pages to the paper and still print 


* 2500 copies in about a half-hour. 


Presently, whenever we wart to 
print a 10-page paper (instead of 
our usual eight-page) we haye to. 
have three separate runs—Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday—in- 
stead of our accustomed two. 
press runs. That’s. because our 
press prints a maximum of four 
pages per run. A 10-page paper 
will give us additional space for 
news of our communities, as well 
as additional space for commer- 
cial messages from: our advertis- 
ers. We're hoping that an increase 
in advertising will make it pos- 
sible for us to afford the luxury 
of having the extra pages in aur 
paper on a regular basis, 

That is the game plan at any 
rate: we expect to pay for the 
new equipment and the added 


two exceptions, We will increase 
the cost of front-page ads in or- 
der to reduce the number of those 
ads and give us more room for 
news and photos on the front page, 
And we will raise the price of out- 
of-state subscriptions in order to 
cover the 14 percent ‘postal rate 
increase taking effect this month, 

When we concert to the new pro- 
duction methods, scheduled for the 
second week of March, you will 
notice that the size of our news- 
paper sheet wilk be slightly larg- 
er. You will also notice larger 
and clearer photos. You will find 
an editorial page, with comments 
that you may or may not agree 
with, but comments that hopeful- 
ly will provide food for thought, 

You will also be receiving the 
paper a day earlier. We will be 
reverting to a Wednesday publica- 
tion date—a date The Citizen had 
used for several years before 
changing to Thursday early in 
the ceritury, Publishing’ one day 
earlier will allow us to get the 
news to you that much quicker, 
will allow you additional time to 
formulate weekend plans around 
events or sales listed in the paper. 

The earlier publication date, in 
addition to being fortuitously prac- 
tical, is also necessitated by the 
fact that it is the only day of the 
week when there is time for the 
Sun-Journal press crew to print 
our paper, Since we consider the 
Lewiston press the finest newspa+ 
per press in the area, and are 
anxious to utilize it, we are will: 
-Ing to change our schedule to fit 
theirs, . 

While we are still printing The 
Citizen. one sheet at a time, as it 
has been printed for the better 
part of a century, we invite you to 
come to sée a piece of history that 
will soon be passing. (The best 
time to see all the machinery run- 
ning is Thursday mornings.) 

The technology that made home- 
ftown-owned. weekly newspapers 
possible in small towns across Am- 
erica in the late-19th century has 
been giving way to expensive, but 
labor-saving, high-tech machinery.

before beginning work, Mr. Oue- 
lette said. . 

Mt’ Abram spokeswoman Jean 
Anton indicated she didn’t want 
to count chickens before the finan- 
cing package is actually hatched. 
“We've - tried this for. sevetal 
years,’’ she said, but also seem- 
ed. optimistic, that the latest propo- 
sal could be the one that brings 
results. 

The State Planning Office money 
comes originally from federal 
block grants, and the pur- 
pose of the state grant is ‘‘to pro- 
vide gap financing’? for expand- 
ing business, 

The criteria for the expansions 
financed is that they produce ei- 
ther more employment or more 
housing. 

John Turner, of Development 
Concepts, Inc., in Auburn, helped 
to bring the ski area operator, 
the state, and the banking com- 
munity together in the project. 
He told The Citizen he has receiv- 
ed a verbal commitment from a 
bank. (not a local bank) to fund 
the $300,000 portion of the project 
remaining oyer and above the 
$100,000 to be funded by the state 
grant. 

As for the grant, he said he 
would expect it to carry interest 
of five percent, if it is awarded 
to the ski area. In the proposal 
he helped draft to secure the 
grant, he noted that ME, Abram 
currently employs 50 full- and 
part-time employees. With ithe 
snow making capability, he esti- 
mated the ski area would employ 
60, Said Mr. Turner: “The mouh- 
tain has a niche as a family ski 
area... and they’re an important 
part of the Maine economy. 

“The mountain basically does 
very well—when they have snow. 
The motntain does an excellent 
job of grooming,’’ he said. 

The snowmaking system to be in- 
Stalled would cover about 40 per- 
cent of the slopes, Mr. Turner said, 
adding that work would begin soon 
after word is received of the award 
of the grant, in mid-March, The 
system would be ready for next 
season.

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WOODSTOCK RESIDENT FINDS 
DECORATIVE TREASURES 

AT THE TOWN DUMP 

On a dusty, dirt road off Route 


232 in Bryant Pond, sits an unusual - 


sight. People stop in bewilderment, 
wondering if the eye-catching, mul- 
jicolored home is a museum, a 
carnival or just a display of art. 
‘The home belongs to Hanno Cush- 
aman, : 

He is homeowner, artist, and ex- 
pressionist. Seventy-one years old, 
father of four children, Mr. Cush- 
man was born up the road from 
his present dwelling on what is 
known to the neighborhood as 
Cushman Hill. 

Mr. Cushman’s bright smile, 
welcoming voice and warm. pleas- 
ing tone made the atmosphere in- 
viting. Dressed in red plaid pants, 
yellow, long-sleeved shirt, blue 
wool vest with bright red border 
and a complementary red die, Mr. 
Cushman is as colorful as his. 
house, When asked, ‘‘Have you 
lived here all your life?” Mr. 
Cushman replied with a strong 
Maine accent, “It ain’t all gone 
ye fea 

Mr, Cushman. attributes his roc- 
coco-decor homestead to his fre- 
quet visits to the nearby dump. 
He says, “It’s no secret, I get 
my things out of the Locke Mills 
dump. I never picked any other 
dump. I know Earl Smith, who 
works there and he gives me a lot 
of things.” 

The. artifacts. that festoon Han- 
ho Cushman's house include toys, 
elothes, old bottles, pictures, rib- 
bons, you name it—Mr. Cushman 
has it hanging either on his house 
or the surrounding fence, He said 
his present design took about three 
years “picking the ‘diimp.” 

“Once I got a pretty cloth and 
hung it up. After that I just start- 
ed. picking.” He admits he never 
went in for home decoration, “If I 
never went to the dump I probably 
would never have done what I did, 
for I.even got the paint out of the 
of the dump; too,” (The house is 
painted white with green and red 
borders and circles, stripes and 
designs of multi-colors.) 

He says of his artwork: “People 
stop to look at the house and the 
more I put up, the more théy look 
I like the looks of the bright col- 
ors,”’ 

Mr, Cushman has been married 
for 46 years. His wife is currently 
in a nursing home and his chil- 
dren are all married.
